Reasons for allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record are U. S. Patent No. 6,198,285 to Kormos (fig. 1 element 14, 15, and 
24); U. S. Patent No. 6,503,188 to August (figs. 1-7); U. S. Patent No. 5,493,802 to 
Simson (fig. 7 element 71, 72, 90 and 91 and col. 1 lines 49-52) and U. S. Patent No. 
5,924,646 to Pouya (figs. 4 and 6) and U. S. Patent No. 6,917,395 to Overweg (col. 3 
lines 5-9 and col. 4 lines 27-30) none of the prior art alone or in combination teaches a 
room for conducting medical procedures comprising: a magnetic resonance assembly 
comprising first and second opposed ferromagnetic elements, first and second 
ferromagnetic pole supports connected to the first and second ferromagnetic elements 
and first and second poles supported by the first and second pole supports; a floor and 
a ceiling between the first and second opposed ferromagnetic pole supports; a screen 
disposed, at least in part, within a volume between the first and second pole supports, 
at least one storage means for storing at least a portion of the screen with a plurality of 
scenes; means for changing a scene for display by moving the screen out of the storage 
means and at least partially across the room sufficiently to display a new scene.
